DATFOK, Ohio, Aug. 28.~The demo- 
oralic convention met in llhe Skating 
rink at lOdO a. m. and was called to 
order at 10:20 a.'m. by Hon. James A. 
Norton, of Seneca, duuiman of the state 
central committee. Bev. Mr. McFarlin 
read from a slip in his hanj^ an appro- 
priate priayer. 
Mr. Norton congratu- 
lated the convention-that it was sent 
here by no boss and continuing made a 
magnificent speech. 


Chairman Harter was then intnx^lc^ 
snd made a speech; At its (dooe a ^ban- 
ner was brought forward, which Was to 
be presented by tixe ladies of Columbus 
to the counly that diowedthe biggest 
democratic gains at the preddential 
election. That honor fell 'to Butler 
county, the home of Campbell, one of 
the candidates for the governorship. 


General McMahon, chairman 
the 
conmiittee on resolutions, then ap- 
peared on the platform and read tiie 
declaration of the principles of the 
democnu^ of the state. He said in pre- 
face that he wished to say l^e platform 
he would soon read was the unanimous 
expression of the committee; that it was 
a harmonious gathering tliat evolved 
the document, and that the result of the 
labors was a brief, concise statement as 
to what the democracy believe in.

DATKM, Ohio, Aug. 28.—The demo- 


eratie conrenfion met in the Skating 
rink at 10:10 a. m. and wae called to 
order at 10:20 a." m. by Hon. Jamofl A. 
Norton, of Seneoa, ohaitman of the state 
central committee. Jtev. Mr. HcFarlin 
read from a slip in hia hands an appro- 
priate prayer. 
Mr. Norton congratu- 


lated the convention (hat it was sent 
here by no boas and continuing made a 
magnificent speech. 


Chairman Harter was then introduced 


and made a spoooh. At its close a ban- 
ner was brought forward, which was to 
be presented by the ladies of Columbus 
to the county that showed the biggeet 
democratic gains at the prendentia] 
election.
